An Easy to Build Storage 
Shelf 


Free Plans to Build a World Market 
Inspired Chloe Storage Shelf 

Here is the perfect quick and easy project for the weekend! 
The free plans to build a World Market inspired Chloe storage 
shelf would be great for displaying plants on the porch or for 
organizing towels and other toiletries in the bathroom! 



Materials: 


■ 1-1/4" pocket hole screws 

■ 1-1/4" brad nails 

































■ Wood glue 

■Sandpaper (100, 150, 220 grits) 

■ Finishing supplies (primer & paint, or stain, sealer) 

Lumber: 

■Scrap of 1x6 at 13-1/2" 

■ 4 - 1x2 at 8' 

■ 1 - 1x3 at 8' 

■ 1 - quarter sheet of 3/4" plywood 

Cut List: 

■ 1 - 1x6 at 13-1/2" - Top 

■ 2 - 1x2 at 38-9/16" - Front Legs 

■ 2 - 1x2 at 31-3/4" - Back Legs 

■ 6 - 1x2 at 13-1/2" - Stretchers 

■ 6 - 1x3 at 13-1/2" - Shelf Box Front & Back 

■ 2 - 1x3 at 6-1/4" - Small Shelf Box Sides 

■1 - 3/4" plywood at 6-1/4" x 12" - Small Shelf Box 
Bottom 

■ 2 - 1x3 at 10-9/16" - Medium Shelf Box Sides 

■ 1 - 3/4" plywood at 10-9/16" x 12" - Medium Shelf Box 
Bottom 

■ 2 - 1x3 at 14-1/2" - Large Shelf Box Sides 

■1 - 3/4" plywood at 12" x 14-1/2" - Large Shelf Box 
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Click on the drawings for a larger view! 

Step One 

Cut the pieces for the top. Cut the curves as desired 
maintaining the length and overall height. Drill pocket holes 
in each end. 
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Step Two 

Cut the pieces for the front legs. Cut the angle in the 
of the legs noting that it is not a 45 degree angle. Secure 
the top piece to the top of the legs using glue and 1-1/4" 
pocket hole screws. 
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NOT a 45 deg angle 


Step Three 

Cut the pieces for the back legs. Cut the angle in the top of 
the legs noting that it is not a 45 degree angle. Drill pocket 
holes in the angle (it may take a little bit of crafty 
positioning), then secure to the front legs as shown using 
glue and 1-1/4" pocket hole screws. 
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Step Four 

Cut the pieces for the stretchers and drill pocket holes in 
each end. Secure the back stretchers first using glue and 
1-1/4" pocket hole screws, then using a straight edge, mark 
the position for the front stretchers. Secure the front 
stretchers using glue and 1-1/4" pocket hole screws. 
















































Step Five 

Cut the pieces for the shelf boxes. They are all assembled in 
the same manner using glue and 1-1/4" brad nails - secure the 
sides to the bottom, then secure the front and back pieces. 
The front of the shelf boxes will extend past the stretchers 
by 1". Secure to the stretchers using glue and 1-1/4" brad 
nails. 


Attach sides to bottom 



























Attach front 3, back 



Finish as desired!
